Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1,4,5, 7, 9-1 1 ,16-18, 20-29, 31-33, 37-39, 42; 60, 61 , 63, 65; 
72, 74, 76, 78, 80, 81, 82, 95, 102, 107-112, drawn to a method, an article of 
manufacture, and a system to monitor exposure to selected video-on-demand 
(VOD) content by determining server/subscriber metering data. 

Group II, claim(s) 45-52, 55, 56, 59; and 66-71, drawn to a method, and article of 
manufacture to generate VOD server metering information to monitor exposure 
to selected VOD content. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The invention of Group I is directed toward determining correlation between 
server metering data corresponding to a VOD server and subscriber metering data 
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corresponding to media content provided to a subscriber site (as further supported by 
Figs. 3 and 16 of the instant application). The invention of Group II is directed toward 
generating VOD server metering data (as further demonstrated by Figs. 25A-C of the 
instant application). In addition, Figs. 16 and 25A-C demonstrate separate and distinct 
inventive concepts, namely: a method of making a determination based on established 
metering data in Fig. 16 (corresponding to Group I with a special technical feature of 
determining if a correlation exists between two sets of data) and a method of generating 
VOD server metering data in Fig. 25A-C (corresponding to Group II with a special 
technical feature of generating a VOD session data packet). Groups I and II of the 
instant application lack unity, a priori, as there is no subject matter common to all 
claims. 

3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
